You're almost at the end of your missions. Here's some last-minute tips to get you past the 
tougher battles. 


Rescue Charizard 
The Go-Rock Hideout is at the top of the Sekra Range, but before you 
get there, you'll encounter Charizard, who is still hurt. Use a Water 
Poké Assist to help you out. 


As you progress through the hideout, 
you'll encounter the Go-Roek Quads, 


starting with Tiffany and her Camerupt duo. 


Use a Water Poké Assist to make short work 
of her Fire-group Pokémon. 


After Clyde (make sure to heal and 

save), you'll battle Garret, who has 
two Scyther and a Scizor on his team. You 
can try to isolate the Scyther and take them 
down individually, or you can use a Fire 
Poké Assist to really knock these Bug-group 
Pokémon off their feet. 


Next up is Clyde and his Vigoroth, 

Slaking, and Slakoth combo. Use a 
Discharge here to help take these powerful 
Pokémon down one at a time. Also helpful 
- any Psychic-group Pokémon will clean 
up here. 


The last battle is against Billy, who 
has a Pupitar, Larvitar, and Tyranitar 
in his roster. Shock the group with a 
Discharge, then go after Larvitar. After 
that, use any Poké Assist that will help 
against the Ground-group Pupitar or the 
Rock-group Tyranitar.

The Go-Rock Boss is ready for his close up, Mr. DeMille, so get ready to 
face down three Legendary Pokémon in a row! 


If you have a Water Poké Assist, use it.

You play a human unexpectedly

you. You can also set your teammates’ 
strategies, but be careful, because success 
or failure will depend on how well you work 
with your team. New items like Link Boxes 
and Wonder Orbs let you combo moves for 
devastating effect, a first for Pokémon, or 
halt your foes with dazzling effects. 


True to its name, Pokémon Mystery 
Dungeon has dozens of dungeons to 
explore, from sunlit forests to deep volcanic 
caverns. Each dungeon’s layout is randomly 
generated each time you enter, so it's never 
the same experience twice. Weather effects, 
terrain types, traps, and special conditions 
add to the depth of play. Speaking of 
depths, some dungeons are a whopping 99 
floors deep! Rescue missions will take you 
into these dungeons time and time again, 
and each mission has different objectives, 
difficulty levels, and rewards. The more 
missions you complete, the higher your 
rescue rank will climb. There just might be 


a reward for reaching the top of the rescue 
team ratings, too! 


Pokémon Mystery Dungeon's communication 
features let you interact with other players, 
so you can send them any juicy mission 
requests you receive, swap items, and 

even rescue them if they're defeated in 

a dungeon. You can even find items by 
linking up with Pokémon Trozei players. Best 
of all, the password feature lets you send 
mission requests and rescue players no 
matter where in the world they are, without 
worrying about Link Cables or wireless range! 


With all these features and more, Pokémon 
Mystery Dungeon is easy to learn, but 
harder to master. No problem! To help you 
on your way, we've even got some handy 
tips for you:

Travel Light: your toolbox only has room 
for 20 items, so pack efficiently. You'll want 
to bring a few essentials like Apples, Reviver 
Seeds, and an Escape Orb with you, but 
you'll usually find plenty of these and other 
items in the dungeons. Don't hoard the 
goodies you find - use them! Not only will 
this help in combat, but you'll free up space 
for more items. 


Cast the First Stone: for an easier time, 
give your teammates lots of Gravelerocks 
and other thrown items. Tell your 
teammates to attack on sight and they'll 
lob away at foes, defeating many of them 
before they ever get close enough to touch 
you! It's a real lifesaving tactic, especially 
at lower levels. Just remember that some 
items, like Gravelerocks, can be thrown over 
obstacles, but others can't! 


How to Win Friends and Influence 
Pokémon: recruiting new Pokémon seems 
totally random, but it's not. Pokémon will 
only join you if the team leader - that's 
you! - defeats a potential recruit. You'll 
have to be right next to the Pokémon, and 
your level must be higher than theirs. Even 
so, it can take multiple tries, and not all 
Pokémon can be recruited through battle. 
Look for the elusive Friend Ribbon item 
later in the game; it makes recruiting 
easier and is the only way to befriend 
certain Pokémon. 


Think Outside the Box: linking moves 
creates powerful combos that are great 

for defeating bosses, but it uses up your 
moves fast. Not good when there are lots of 
dungeon floors between you and the final 
fight! For more efficiency, carry Link Boxes 
instead - you'll have more PP to deal with 
regular foes, and you can use the Link Box 
to link your moves right before you reach a 
boss Pokémon. 


Forget Everything You Learned in School: 
each Pokémon can only know four moves at 


a time, but for a low, low fee of 150 Poké, 
you can recall any forgotten level-up moves 
at the Gulpin Link Shop. Take advantage of 
this to adjust your move set for different 
dungeon situations! 


Hit the Floor: some moves affect all foes 
in the room, or even the entire dungeon 
floor! Pay special attention to status- 
affecting moves - they may not do a lot of 
damage, but they're very useful in Pokémon 
Mystery Dungeon, where you'll sometimes 
find yourself surrounded by opposition. 

A move like Growl will reduce the attack 

of all foes in a room, and you can use it 
multiple times. 


Battle to the Best of Your Ability: 

take full advantage of Pokémon abilities, 
particularly those that absorb attacks. For 
example, Mt. Thunder is home to Zapdos 
and its Electric-type attacks. Recruit a 
Pokémon with the Lightningrod ability, 

like Electrike, and it will harmlessly absorb 
Zapdos' moves so the rest of your team can 
concentrate on offense.

Trading Card Game 
Developed almost immediately after 

the video game, the Pokémon Trading 
Card Game (or TCG) was an instant hit, 
combining the strategy elements of 
Pokémon with a totally interactive card 
game. Although rules vary slightly when 
playing at home versus in a Pokémon TCG 
League, the basics remain the same - 

you draw cards from a deck of 60, and 
actively battle Pokémon against an 
opponent (unlike the video game, the 
TCG must have a minimum of two 
players). Although Pokémon are attacked, 
weakened, and defeated just like in the 
video game, there is more randomness to 
the Pokémon you receive. 


Special leagues have been created since 
the inception of the Trading Card Game, 
and for more information on those 
leagues and on special rules of play, check 
out the website at www.pokemon-tcg.

The Cartoon Series 

The animated series has been airing in 
Japan for over ten years - we're currently 
on our ninth season here in the U.S. The 
cartoon series closely mirrors what happens 
in the video games. 


The adventurers have always included Ash 
Ketchum and his favorite Pokémon Pikachu, 
but other team mates have come in and out 
of the series, like Misty, Brock, Gary, Max, 
and May. The arch-villains in the series are 
a team of bumbling misfits known as Team 
Rocket, who are thwarted in every single 
venture they take on. 


One of the best elements of the show 

is that it is easily grasped by even the 
youngest fans. The themes of friendship, 
interactivity between the characters, and 
most of all, the element of caring for 
Pokémon, all promote great social skills 
among the fans of the show.

These Gym 
Leaders usually have a critical battle 
lined up for our adventurers, and 
defeating them brings a host of rewards, 
including Gym Badges, which are a sort 
of trophy that shows your competence 
as a Trainer. 


Locale 

The animated series has taken our 
adventurers to lots of exciting new 
places. Some of those areas are: Johto, 
Kanto, Hoenn, and the Orange Islands. 


Allegra Sussman's love of Pokémon has 
taken her all the way around the world— 
twice! This 12-year-old New Yorker has 
visited both the Pokémon Center in Japan 
and PokéPark, the Pokémon amusement 
park. Each time she went on a ride in the 
amusement park, she got a special card 
with a Pokémon on it. "After Mudkip's 
Splash Adventure, you get a Mudkip card,” 
she explains.
